Singers." 
Burning 


Seventy Persons, lurluiliup; Many 


Found to Have Perished in the 
Theater. 


Cablegram from Nice, Italy. 


The holocaust at the opera house waa caused 


by a gas explosion at tbe back of the stage, 
which! set fire to the scenery. The flames spread 
with alarming rapidity and soon enveloped the 
gas meters. The supply of gas being shut off, 
the body of the house was soon plunged hi 
darkness. The crowd pressed madly toward the 
limited means of exit Tbe audience was large, 
and 
i in 
the panic, hundreds were thrown 


down and 
trodden 
under foot 
Those 


who endeavored to extricate people were 
hopelessly jammed between 
the doorway 


and the uassages, as the terrible shrieks of 
the wounded mingled with the cries of those in 
the gallaries, whose every means of escape was 
cut off. 
Mme. Donado, the prima donna, was 


saved, bnt the tenor, basso, baritone and a 
number of the chorus singers were burned. Up 
to midnight fifty bodies were extricated from 
the ruins. A man who escaped from the gal- 
lery by jumping declares that with perhaps a 
dozen exceptions, every person in his part of 
the house was burned. Some sailors were loat 
A number of American and English visitors ren- 
dered signal assistance in saving- life. 
The 


scene m the town is indescribable. One lady, 
whose husband was burned to death, commit- 
ted suicide. The usual complaints are made 
respecting the mode of escape and water sup- 
ply. 
Although the Mediterranean washes the 


shore at the foot of the walls of the theater, no 
water could be obtained when wanted, and the 
beautiful opera house is a complete wreck. 


Nice is a beautiful Italian city of 25,000 in- 


habitants, situated on the Mediterranean, near 
the Branch frontier. It contains some fine pub- 
lic squares, theater, hospital, public library, 
etc., together, with numerous silk, cotton, pa- 
per and oil mills. Tho city is a noted winter 
resort for foreigners, several thousand English 
visitors sometimes passing the winter within 
its walls.

A MOST HORRIBLE DEATH. 


Dies Alone ia the 


Woods of Hydrophobia, Having Chained 
Himself to a Tree that He Might not Injure 
His Wife and Children: 


Letter from Dallas,Texas. 


A I tragic death rhas just occurred in our 


neighboring county worth relating, and worthy 
of Virginius or any other Roman father. One 
year ago George Arnold came to Dallas oil pri- 
vate business, and while walking the streets he 
was bitten by a worthless cur which was froth- 
ing at the month, and showing symptoms of 
hydrophobia, Mr. Arnold became alarmed and 
very much excited when convinced in his own 
miiid that the dog was mad. He went to a 
physician and had the wound severely cauter- 
ized!, then going home. He was still very un- 
easy and dreaded hydrophobia, so much eo that 
he hunted up a mad-stone and had it applied 
for several weeks off and on, and the other day 
he began to experience strange f eelings, and at 
once concluded that his time had come. Ho 
theri procured a twelve foot trace chain 
and i

After 
writing 
his 
wife 
a 


calm letter, in which ho told her what was 
about to happen, giving directions aa to hia 
wishes after death, and ponrmg out a volume 
of Ibve for her and for their children, he ran 
the chain around a tree, drew it through tho 
large ring at the end and then wound tho other 
end round his ankle so tight that it couldn't 
sup over his foot, fastened it with the lock and 
threw the key far beyond his roach. Tho body 
wad fqund two days after, stiil chained to the 
troi. There waa all the evidence necessary to 
show tho horrible death from hydrophobia. 
The ground was torn up to the full length of 
thoj chain, tho nails of tho fingers wrenched off 
and all his front teeth out in scratching and bit- 
ing: the tree, and every thread of clothing off 
liis body. The body was dreadfully lacerated 
with these, the only weapons the madman could 
useL He had judged rightly what would have 
been the consequence had -ho remained at home, 
and knowing that there was no human skill that 
could cure him, preferred death alone and in 
that way to doing harm to those so noar and 
doalr to him as wife and children.

DAKOTA NEWS. 


Gov. Ordway Gives His Vi«ws'at Length Re- 


•rai-dinsl'he Present and Future of Dakota. 
A correspondent of the New Tork Tribaiis 


ape at an evening recently with GOT. Ordway, 
conversing, among other subjects, about the 
affaire of the Territory, of which the governor 
was au enthusiastic observer and student dur- 
ing the two years of his incumbency of the gu- 
bernatorial office. 
As it is among the proba- 


bilities that at least one State, comprising a 
portion of the present Territory of Dakota, 
will seek admission to the Union during the 
present congress, the gulistauce of the conver- 
sation is worthy of record: 


Dakota is a bit' subject, paid GOT. Ordway. It 


broadens as one talks about it. \Vhen yon tliink Ol 
journeying a* far u< from Washington to my old 
home in the White mountains of New Hampshire, 
without grtting beyond the territorial limits, yon 
wilt appreciate the magnitude of'the subject ol 
your inquiry. 


My exj>erience as governor, and especially that 


in connection with the legislature, of the Territory, 
is directly and intimately connected with tbe form- 
ation of one or more States from the present Ter- 
ritory, and it l»a>- led to tt;e foBmation of some pret- 
ty well defined ideas in my mind of the action 
which should be (jrelirnittary to tbe passage of any 
enacting act by concress. Tbe legislative assembly 
cousened at Yankton on tbe 12th of January, ll 
was composed of twentj-four members in one 
house and twelve m the other. In my annual mes- j 
sage I recommended that all onr laws be reviewed, i 
and that legislation bo enacted looking to the divi- | 
sion of the Territory and the admission of States. ] i 
aUo made recommendations that appropriations be j 
made for a penitentiary, an insane asylum and foi i 
some other Iocs.! ma;ter». The appropriations were ! 
made with a great degree of unanimity.

WASTEFL'I. LEGISLATION.

The legislature ibpn went off on a tangent and j 


Indmired in home harum-scarum leuislauon which I 
would have bt-eu arcu>in>r if it had not been so sen- j 
ous. The assembly of 1 b~9 had f ceded the in- 
debtedness of Lawrence county, under which ahont 
SltTj.OOOof 10 per cent bonds were issued upo« 
certificates and county warrants which had been 
issued by tbe county commifisioners in the mogt 
reddest- manner, in many instances going at tbe 
rate of $4 for >fl of valne received. This enter- 
prise place:) a load of atom half a million dollars 
upon the Bla'k Hills region, niore than hatf of 
which was fraudulwnt. With this experience before 
me, 1 determined to make a stand against any such 
legislation during mv term of cfflc-^, and to require 
that all measures for ircurrrng county debts should 
be submitted to the peopie before, becomine laws, 
and that in any event bonds should not I* issued 
exceeding 5 per cent, of the asses-sed valuation of 
CoiiDty properly for public buildings and JS'-j per 
cei>t for bridges-, etc. | Abeut thirty of the thirry- 
six members of the legislature were interested in 
the location ol county t-ites in some instances in 
retnot« corners of the \arions counties, and in issu- 
incr bonds for building county buildmcs. normal 
school* and agricultural colleges tliu*. giving more 
than two-thirds ol both branches a direct interest 
in overriding mv restrictive policy in regard tc 
county indebUHiiiei-s. During the first half of the 
se&Mou I vetoed a large number of bills for the 
erection of public buildings and for other loral im- 
provements, because they did not contain "any pro- 
vision for allowing liie people to vote upon them. 
Many of these bills, however, were passed over my 
veto. 


Subsequently the people besan to send in their 
protests against the course of the legislature and 
sustaining the position I had taken, and during the 
last half of the session a different state of affaicg 
prevailed. 
Supplementary bills, submitting the 


question of issuing bonds fur public improvements 
to the people of tbe various counties, were passed, 
and many of the wiid schemes brought forward 
earlier were abandoned, thus probably preventing 
the issuance of a million dollats in bonds, which 
would otherwise have teen laid upon the people of 
the new counties wit.ht.ut their consent, and which I 
would practically ha\e destroyed the creait of the ! 
Territory.

I'LAXS OF DIVISION. 
It Is my belief that a twenty or thirty days' ses- 


Blonpf an enlarged legislature, elected at a special 
election, could act intelligently upon the question 
of dividing the Territory, and could frame an en- 
atrlinu act with the proper restrictions. The. plan 
of division recently discussed in the Tribune was 
the one I suggested in my annual message, though 
I had not seen the Tribune when I wrote the mes- 
sage. The plan was, hi brief, to make a State of 
southeastern Dakota, Which will have before the 
end of the present congress from 125,000 to 150,- 
€»>0 inhabitants, and then create a Territory north 
•t the forty-sixth parallel and another Territory 
w»stof the Missouri river. It has received a good 
deal of attention among the people; but the pre- 
ponderance of opinion latterly seems to favor mak- 
ing all south of the forty-sixth parallel, into one 
State and all to the north one Territory. The 
masses are not clamoring for immediate admission: 
but the majority of the business men desire one 
State shall be immediately carved out of southern 
Dakota and admitted during the forty-seventh con- 
gress. All recognize the fact that the present leg- 
islature is a crnde affair (although it contains a mi- 
nority of excellent men), and the exercise of much 
care will bo necessary tn perfecting Territorial 
laws so that the new State institutions shall be 
founded on something solid. You caunot safely 
build a big house upon a pile of cobble stones 


What will the politics of the new State probably 
be? Well. I am willing to say this: While Dakota 
is undoubtedly Republican in sentiment nearly two 
to one, by reason of having euch a large German 
and Scandinavian immigration, yet, unless exces- 
sive taxation is avoided and honest men are en- 
trusted with public affairs, these people, knowing 
so little about American institutions, are likely to 
try any new party, or even the Democratic party, 
•which may promise relief.' To make Dakota a, safe- 
ly Republican State it is absolutely necessary thai 
Republican leaders in congress and in the Territory 
•hall keep tbe confidence of these new voters. If 
the extravagant and dangerous policy of many ol 
the so-called Republicans in the present legislature 
prevails, the new State will be just as likely to send 
Democrats as Republicans to congress.

A SIBERIAN BEAR STORY. 


In the terrible cold of Siberia and the polar 


regions life would be rendered insupportable by 
man and beast without some special provision. 
The animals there are accordingly protected 
from the intensity of the climate by excellent 
fur skins. 


Tho Siberian bear seems to be a peculiar spe- 


cies of that animal He is a head taller than 
the common brown bear, is long-legged and 
long-necked, heavier and more ferocious.

AN EXTRAORDISAKT WINTER. 


Some Interesting Facts and Comparison*

Concerning: ttt« Fall of Snow. 


Among eastern people, says the Pioneer 


Prts*, who from their experience of winter 
in the upper belt of the Atlantic states, are 
accustomed to associate deep snows with 
the Ibw winter temperatures of high north- 
ern latitudes, the notion has always widely 
prevailed that because the winters of Min- 
nesota were usually as cold as those of Can- 
ada or Northern New York, the snows are 
also RS deep; and this impiession is likely 
to be confirmed by the remarkable series of 
snowstorms and the extraordinary depth of 
enows and snowdrifts which blockaded the, 
railroads of southern Minnesota during the 
past winter. In fact, the winters ot Min- 
nesota are. as a rule, characterized by their 
extreme dryness. The average snowfall of 
Minnesota is less than one-fourth or one- 
fifth that of the same latitudes cm the Atlan- 
tic slope. According to the meteorolocical 
records kept at Fort Snelling, near St. f aul 
and Minneapolis, for the nineteen years up to 
and including lbot>, the mean annual winter 
precipitation of snow. redu«ed to water, 
was less than two int-hes: or, to be exact, 
1.5)2 inches—equivalent to about 19.20 inches 
of mow for the th/ee months of December.

No house with 
carpeting, and few wi,1h rich fnVmtuie even. 
A family seems seldom to have more than 
two servants. In some houses of wealthy 
merchants I have seen the dining- room fur- 
nished with beds in curtained alcoves, so 
contracted is the accommodation. 
And in 


nearly all some of the sitting-rooms are 
turned into bedrooms, as the first th^ng 
with a German is to have a place in which 
to chat with his friends, and after that, 
where to lay his head.' I see, too that the 
Hamburg bountiful dinners are not in 
vogue here: and invitations are usually to 
supper—a substantial, plain meal. 
Yet 


there is the most constant and easy sociali- 
ty everywhere; and i( is apparent at once to 
the stranger that he is among people of the 
highest culture and refinement. 
Money 


seems to be spent readily on entertainments 
in-music and art and for social enjoyment: 
but not much on mere luxury and display. 
When a Berlin scholar or man of business 
gives a party, he does it in a simple, inex- 
pensive way—eenerons enough in its pro- 
visions, but not of a very costly kind. If 
he would nde out with his family, he quiet- 
ly takes a droshky (cab). None but a few 
superannuated noblemen sport OUT New 
York equipages. Something of all this is 
due, no doubt, to the small means of the 
people; but more to their good sense.
